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INTRODUCTORY  LETTER 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of 
N orthampton  County  Borough. 


1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  1948.  This  is  the  seventy-fifth  report  of  the  series  and  is  prepared 
according  to  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  3/49  dated  17th  January,  1949. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  relative  to  the  vital  statistics,  that  : — 

(1)  The  birth-rate  (17*5)  is  the  lowest  since  1942  ( see  page  12)  ; 

(2)  The  death-rate  (11-5)  is  the  lowest  since  1938  (see  page  12)  ; 

(3)  The  total  tuberculosis  death-rate  (0-41)  is  the  lowest  recorded 

(see  page  41)  ; 

(4)  The  infantile  mortality  (37-3)  is  the  lowest  except  for  1947, 
when  it  was  33*3  (see  page  49). 

Generally,  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  County  Borough 
has  been  very  good.  There  was  no  secondary  wave  of  infantile  paralysis, 
as  expected,  in  fact  only  six  cases  were  notified  (see  page  37). 

Reference  is  made  to  a  very  annoying  outbreak  of  conjunctivitis 
in  school  children  in  the  School  Health  Report  included  in  this  volume 
(see  pages  104  and  105). 

The  chief  event  of  the  year  1948  was  the  coming  into  operation 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  The  main  features  of  the 
approved  schemes  are  given  on  pages  15  to  17. 

A  Mental  Health  Sub-Department  was  established  in  the  Health 
Department  in  accordance  with  Section  51  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  and  officers  appointed  to  deal  with  lunacy  and  mental 
deficiency.  This  is  an  entirely  new  branch  of  the  Health  Department 
in  this  County  Borough  for  previously,  as  elsewhere,  lunacy  had  been 
dealt  with  by  the  Public  Assistance  Department  and  mental  deficiency 
in  this  County  Borough  had  been  the  concern  of  a  separate  department 
and  committee  prior  to  the  “  appointed  day  ”  for  the  operation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  i.e.,  5th  July,  1948.  The  Annual 
Report  on  the  Mental  Health  Services  is  included  in  the  present  volume 
(see  pages  75  to  87). 
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A  new  Welfare  Sub-Department  of  the  Health  Department  was  set 
up  and  officers  appointed  to  deal  with  general  welfare  and  welfare  of 
the  blind  and  other  handicapped  persons.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Councibs  proposals  were  drafted  under  the  following  Sections  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  : — 

Section  21  (provision  of  residential  accommodation)  ; 

Sections  29  and  30  (provision  of  welfare  services  for  handicapped 
persons) . 

Reference  is  made  on  page  24  to  a  Sessional  Meeting  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  held  at  Northampton  on  1st  April,  1948. 

On  page  32  is  a  brief  account  of  a  Public  Local  Inquiry 
held  in  December,  1948,  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
1944,  into  the  Central  Area  Re-development  Scheme. 

1  wish  to  thank  all  the  Health  Department  Staff,  who  merit  special 
appreciation  for  their  loyal  help  ;  their  work  does  not  enjoy  the  lime¬ 
light,  but  it  is  of  importance  for  the  success  of  the  Council’s  efforts  in 
maintaining  public  health.

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L— STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Population.  The  Registrar-General  estimated  the  civilian  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  County  Borough  of  Northampton  for  1948  to  be  104,380, 
or  100  below  his  estimate  for  1947. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  live  births 
over  deaths,  for  1948  was  629,  or  6-03  per  thousand  living. 

Births.  (Table  1,  page  55).  1,825  live  births  (929  males,  896 

females)  were  registered,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  17-5  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  civilian  population,  compared  with  17-9  for  England  and 
Wales  and  20-0  for  the  126  county  boroughs  and  great  towns,  including 
the  metropolitan  boroughs.  This  is  the  lowest  local  rate  since  1942. 

Table  1  gives  the  birth-rates  for  the  last  decennium  compared  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales. 

110  (6-0  per  cent.)  of  the  births  were  illegitimate.  In  England 
and  Wales  the  percentage  was  5-3. 

Deaths.  (Table  2,  page  55,  and  Table  C  at  end).  1,196  deaths 
(636  males,  560  females)  were  registered,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  11-5 
(the  lowest  since  1938),  compared  with  10*8  for  England  and  Wales  and 
1 1  -6  for  the  great  towns.  Table  2  gives  the  local  and  national  death- 
rates  for  the  last  ten  years. 

777  (65*0  per  cent.)  of  the  deaths  related  to  elderly  persons  aged 
sixty-five  years  and  upwards. 

792  persons,  comprising  residents  and  non-residents,  died  in  local 
institutions,  equivalent  to  51-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The  deaths 
of  non-residents  were  transferred  by  the  Registrar-General  to  their 
respective  areas,  while  the  deaths  of  local  residents  which  occurred  else¬ 
where  were  assigned  to  Northampton  County  Borough  as  “  inward 
transfers.” 

94  deaths  occurred  for  which  no  medical  certificates  of  the  causes 
were  furnished.  These  comprised  54  inquests,  23  coroner’s  certificates 
after  post-mortem,  examinations  without  inquests,  and  17  uncertified, 
equivalent  to  7*9  per  cent,  of  the  nett  deaths  registered. 

Table  C  at  the  end  of  this  report,  giving  the  causes  of  death  in 
age-periods,  was  prepared  in  the  Health  Department  from  information 
supplied  weekly  by  the  local  registrars.  The  classification  agrees 
closely  with  the  figures  received  from  the  Registrar-General  on  9th 
May,  1949. 

State  of  Employment.  Unemployment  remained  at  a  satis¬ 
factory  low  level  throughout  1948.  Supply  of  female  labour,  adult  and 
juvenile,  could  not  satisfy  demands  and  unemployment  in  these  sections 
was  negligible.  More  than  half  the  persons  registered  as  unemployed 
were  either  disabled  persons  or  men  over  55  years  of  age.  These  groups 
constituted  a  placing  problem  and  reabsorption  into  industry  was  slow. 
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Meteorology.  (Table  4,  page  56).  The  total  rainfall  for  1948 
was  27-88  inches,  i.e.,  exactly  4  inches  more  than  in  1947  and  3-02  inches 
above  the  average  for  the  past  forty-four  years,  1904  to  1947  inclusive. 
The  wettest  month  was  October  and  the  driest  March.  The  heaviest 
fall  occurred  on  2nd  August,  when  1  -43  inches  were  registered.  The 
number  of  days  on  which  0-01  inch  or  more  rain  fell  was  184. 

The  highest  shade  temperature  recorded  was  90-5°F.  on  29th  July. 
The  lowest  reading  of  the  thermometer  was  2T0°F.  on  20th  February. 
There  were  46  cold  nights.,  i.e.,  nights  when  the  temperature  fell  to  32°F. 
(freezing  point)  or  below  that  figure. 

The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west  on  152  days,  north-west  on 
84,  north-east  on  69,  and  south-east  on  61. 

Other  Statistics.  The  notes  on  infant  and  maternal  mortality, 
stillbirths,  notifiable  and  other  diseases,  housing  conditions,  and  other 
statistics  usually  included  in  the  annual  report,  will  be  found  under 
the  headings  referring  to  these  matters.

Full  details  of  these  schemes  would  occupy  too  much  space,  but 
the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  main  proposals 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Section  22) 

The  scheme  provides  for  continuation  of  arrangements  made  for 
ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics,  care  of  premature  infants,  dental  care 
of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children,  supply  of  welfare 
foods,  day  nurseries,  care  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children,  and 
financial  contributions  to  voluntary  bodies. 

In  addition,  maternity  outfits  will  be  provided  free  of  charge  to 
expectant  mothers. 

Expansion  of  some  of  the  services  is  also  envisaged  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  plan. 


Midwifery  (Section  23)  ;  Home  Nursing  (Section  25) 

A  fresh  agreement  with  the  Northampton  Branch  of  the  Queen’s 
Institute  of  District  Nursing  is  to  be  entered  into  whereby  the  Institute 
are  to  conduct  the  whole  of  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  and  home 
nursing  in  Northampton  County  Borough. 

The  Institute  will  employ  sufficient  staff  for  these  purposes. 

A  joint  committee  formed  from  the  Local  Health  Authority  and 
the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  will  control  and  direct  the 
schemes. 

Health  Visiting  (Section  24) 

The  Local  Authority  plan  to  augment  the  staff  of  health  visitors 
to  provide  a  complete  health  visitor  service  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  as  to  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness,  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  and  to  mothers  and  others  charged  with  the  care  of 
young  children* 
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This  involves  an  extension  of  the  functions  formerly  assigned  to 
a  health  visitor,  under  which  she  was  primarily  concerned  with  the  care 
of  mothers  and  children. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  trained  staff,  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  have  made  arrangements  for  suitable  students  to  be  trained  and 
added  to  the  present  staff. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  (Section  26) 

Medical  practitioners  who  wish  to  participate  in  this  service  will 
deal  with  persons  applying  to  them  for  diphtheria  immunisation  or 
vaccination  against  smallpox. 

Medical  officers  employed  in  the  Health  Department  will  continue 
to  carry  out  diphtheria  immunisation  at  clinics  or  other  centres. 

Compulsory  vaccination  has  now  ceased. 

Ambulance  Services  (Section  27) 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  will  operate  the  whole  of  the 
ambulance  services  by  agreement  with  the  Local  Authority. 

The  County  Borough  Council  have  representation  on  the  Brigade 
Transport  Committee. 

The  services,  which  are  free,  provide  for  the  conveyance,  where 
necessary,  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night,  of  persons  suffering  from 
illness  (including  accidents)  or  mental  defectives  or  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  from  places  in  the  County  Borough  to  places  in  or  outside 
Northampton. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care  (Section  28) 

The  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  will  still  be  the  responsible  body 
for  the  supervision  of  this  scheme  so  far  as  it  affects  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis.  A  stock  of  nursing  equipment  and  home  comforts 
is  maintained  by  the  Committee  for  loan  to  tuberculous  households. 

Future  development  plans  include  the  provision  of  a  convalescent 
home  for  children  from  tuberculous  households,  a  hostel  for  single  tuber¬ 
culous  persons,  domiciliary  occupational  therapy,  and  possibly  a  work¬ 
shop  for  those  patients  who,  by  reason  of  a  positive  sputum,  are  unable 
to  obtain  employment  elsewhere. 

This  Section  also  provides  for  invalid  articles  to  be  on  loan,  by  an 
arrangement  with  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing;  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  arrangements  in  the  light  of  circumstances  and  experience 
for  affording  care  and  after-care  to  persons  discharged  from  hospitals 
and  other  invalids  ;  and  the  promotion  of  health  education  and  the 
publication  from  time  to  time  of  revised  editions  of  the  Health  Services 
Handbook. 

Domestic  Help  (Section  29) 

This  scheme  provides  for  the  appointment  of  an  organiser  and  at 
least  twelve  domestic  helps,  together  with  a  clerk,  in  order  that  help 
may  be  afforded  to  households  where  such  is  needed  owing  to  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 
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Mental  Health  Services  (Sect'on  51) 

The  Health  Committee,  acting  through  a  Mental  Welfare  Sub- 
Committee,  will  discharge  the  functions  of  the  County  Borough  Council 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  and  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts,  as  amended  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  services  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  assistant  medical 
officers  will  be  devoted  to  part-time  work  in  the  mental  health  services 
and  for  this  purpose  they  will  be  appointed  certifying  officers  under 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  mental  health 
officer,  an  assistant  (who  will  be  designated  as  a  duly  authorised  officer), 
and  a  clerk.  These  three  officers  will  be  appointed  as  duly  authorised 
officers. 

The  Handicraft  Centre  will  be  continued  and  it  is  intended  to  open 
a  whole-time  centre  in  Chapel  Place  when  the  old  building  has  been 
reconditioned  and  extended. 


Home  Nursing.  As  stated  previously,  this  service  was  provided 
by  the  Northampton  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  as  from  5th  July,  1948.  From  that  date  until 
31st  December,  1948,  the  Queen’s  Nurses  paid  18,243  visits  to  1,581 
cases.  There  were  eleven  whole-time  nurses  on  the  staff  at  the  end  of 
1948. 


Ambulance  Services.  As  already  stated,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  operated  the  ambulance  services  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority 
as  from  5th  July,  1948.  This  arrangement  covered  infectious  disease 
cases  as  well  as  general  ambulance  work  and  accidents.

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Domestic  Help.  The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  permits 
local  health  authorities  to  make  arrangements  whereby  domestic  help 
can  be  provided  for  households  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to 
the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age 

To  this  end,  the  Council  appointed  a  whole- time  Organiser  of 
Domestic  Help,  who  commenced  duties  on  19th  July,  1948. 

In  July,  1948,  two  home  helps  were  available  for  occasional  con¬ 
finement  cases.  On  31st  December,  1948,  there  were  six  whole-time 
and  five  part-time  helps  on  the  staff. 

From  19th  July  to  31st  December,  1948,  cases  helped  were  : — 
maternity  17,  general  39,  total  56. 

The  Organiser  of  Domestic  Help  attended  eight  meetings  of  women’s 
organisations  in  order  to  explain  the  scheme  and  recruit  helpers. 

Applications  for  such  help  should  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Charges  appropriate  to  the  means  of  the  user  will  be  made. 

( See  also  paragraph  on  home  helps  on  page  54). 

Mental  Health  Services.  As  from  5th  July,  1948,  the  Health 
Committee,  acting  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  administration  of  legislation  embodied  in  the 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  and  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  as 
amended  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  report  for  1948  is  incorporated  in  this  volume  ( see  pages  75  to  87). 

School  Health  Service.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also 
School  Medical  Officer.  The  Annual  Report  upon  the  School  Health 
Service  is  published  on  pages  89  to  111  and  gives  particulars  of  the  staff 
employed  and  the  work  done. 

The  number  of  scholars  on  the  registers  at  primary  schools  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1948,  was  7,773,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  6,940  (89-3  per  cent.).  There  were  2,750  pupils  on  the  rolls  at 
secondary  modern  schools,  with  an  average  attendance  of  2,519  (91*6 
per  cent.). 

Welfare  Services.  The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which 
came  into  operation  on  5th  July  1948,  made  provision  for  comprehensive 
services  falling  into  two  main  groups  : — 

(1)  National  Assistance,  taking  the  form  chiefly  of  financial  aid 
to  needy  persons  (and  whose  needs  are  not  otherwise  met  from 
any  other  source)  ;  and 

(2)  Residential  accommodation  for  the  aged,  the  infirm,  and 
others  who  require  care  and  attention  to  be  provided  in  this 
way,  with  special  welfare  services  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  other  persons  who  are  substantially  and  permanently 
handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  or  congenital  deformity. 
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In  Northampton  County  Borough  the  services  under  heading  (2) 
are  being  administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  schemer 
under  Sections  21,  29,  and  30  of  the  Act  were  in  course  of  preparation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  for  submission  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 

In  the  meantime,  the  former  Blind  Visitor  acted  as  Assistant  Welfare 
Officer  and  in  this  capacity  continued  to  supervise  the  welfare  of  blind 
persons  and  gave  instruction  in  Braille  and  handicrafts, 

Blind  Persons.  At  the  end  of  1948  the  number  of  blind  persons 
resident  in  the  County  Borough  was  199,  classified  as  follows  : — 

8  St.  Dunstan’s  trained  men  (2  working  at  home,  2  working  else¬ 
where,  and  4  unemployed)  ; 

3  in  residential  homes  ; 

2  in  mental  homes  ; 

4  in  St.  Crispin  Hospital ; 

6  in  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital  ; 

2  children  not  at  school  ; 

4  at  schools  for  the  blind  ; 

21  employed  in  the  Workshops,  Gray  Street  ; 

2  employed  as  homeworkers  ; 

13  employed  elsewhere  ;  and 

134  unemployable  and  living  at  home  or  in  lodgings. 

During  the  year,  16  persons  were  examined  by  the  ophthalmic 
surgeon  with  a  view  to  being  registered  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
1920,  or  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  of  whom  four  were  found  to 
be  “  not  blind.” 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  as  none  was  considered  necessary. 

Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention.  On  1st  December, 
1948,  the  Health  Committee  recommended  that  application  be  made 
to  the  Court,  under  .Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
for  an  Order  for  removal  to  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital  of  Miss  J.  R.,  aged 
85  years,  who  was  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This  was  approved 
by  the  Town  Council  on  6th  December,  1948.  On  13th  December,  the 
Court  made  an  Order  and  when  the  appropriate  officer  proceeded  to 
execute  it,  he  found  that  the  lady  had  passed  away.  At  the  inquest 
held  the  next  day,  a  verdict  was  reached  of  “  exhaustion  due  to  star¬ 
vation.” 

In  order  to  avoid  delay  which  would  be  likely  to  occur  in  dealing 
with  urgent  cases  under  Section  47,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council 
in  this  respect  have  been  delegated  to  the  Welfare  Services  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Burial  of  the  Dead.  Between  5th  July  and  31st  December,  1948, 

there  were  five  occasions  when  it  was  necessary  for  the  Local  Authority 
to  arrange  burials  in  accordance  with  Section  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948. 
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Hospitals.  As  from  5th  July,  1948,  the  local  hospitals,  both 
voluntary  and  municipal,  passed  to  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
acting  through  the  Northampton  and  District  Hospital  Management 
Committee  No.  IV. 

The  following  hospitals,  however,  continued  until  18th  January, 
1949,  to  be  administered  on  an  agency  basis  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  : — 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Harborough  Road  ; 

Tuberculosis  Hospital,  Welford  Road  ; 

Smallpox  Hospital,  Mere  Way. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  (Table  13,  page  64).  These  facilities 
remained  as  in  the  previous  year  and  were  quite  adequate,  most  of  the 
work  being  performed  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton 
General  Hospital,  free  of  charge  to  the  Local  Authority.  Table  13  gives 
particulars  of  clinical  bacteriology. 

Maternity  and  Other  Nursing  Homes.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  5  nursing  homes  on  the  register,  viz  : —

Home  for  mothers  and  babies  (St.  Saviour's)  . .  1 

The  last  mentioned  institution  is  situated  in  Manor  Road,  Kings- 
tliorpe,  and  is  managed  by  a  committee  of  the  Peterborough  Diocesan 
Authorities  on  which  the  County  Borough  Council  are  represented.  The 
home  is  for  unmarried  mothers  who  are  retained,  along  with  their  babies, 
in  the  institution  for  about  four  months,  during  which  period  they 
receive  training  in  domestic  duties  as  well  as  child  management. 

These  institutions  contain  65  beds  (including  43  for  maternity  cases). 
They  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  the  officer  appointed  by  the  Local 
Authority  to  carry  out  this  duty.  (See  page  51). 

Five  institutions  were  exempted  from  registration  under  Section  192 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  viz  : — Northampton  General  Hospital 
(including  Barratt  Maternity  Home),  Margaret  Spencer  Home  of  Rest, 
Manheld  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  John  Greenwood  Shipman  Convalescent 
Home,  and  Bethany  Homestead  Nursing  Home. 

Nurses’  Agency.  On  3rd  June,  1947,  a  licence  expiring  on  31st 
December,  1948,  was  issued,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  for  a  lady 
in  the  County  Borough  to  conduct  an  agency  for  the  supply  of  nurses. 
The  premises  were  visited  periodically  by  a  medical  officer  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  records  inspected. 

The  licence  was  not  renewed  for  1949.

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Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  On  Thursday,  1st  Apri’,  1948,  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  held  a  Sessional  Meeting  at  Northampton,  which 
was  attended  by  about  200  delegates  from  adjacent  areas. 

The  Chairman  was  Dr.  F.  T.  H.  Wood,  O.B.E.,  Deputy-Chairman 
of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

After  a  welcome  extended  by  The  Worshipful  the  Mayor  (Alderman 
Mrs.  H.  M.  Nicholls,  J.P.),  four  papers  were  read  at  the  morning 

session  : — 

(1)  "  Control  of  Infection  in  Day  Schools,”  by  C.  M.  Smith,  O.B.E.,

Interesting  discussions  followed,  after  which  the  delegates  took 
lunch  at  the  invitation  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Visits  were  arranged  for  the  afternoon  to  : — 

(1)  The  Corporation  Water  Works  at  Ravensthorpe  ; 

(2)  Boot  and  shoe  factories  ; 

(3)  Northampton  General  Hospital,  including  Barratt  Maternity  Home  ;

Transport  was  provided  for  each  visit. 

Tea  was  taken  afterwards  at  the  invitation  of  the  Water  Committee. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  privileged  to  make  the  arrange¬ 
ments  locally  and  convene  the  meeting. 


III. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water.  Particulars  relating  to  the  waterworks  at  Teeton  and 
Hollowell  and  the  sources  of  the  public  water  supply  of  Northampton 
have  been  given  in  previous  reports. 

The  water  is  treated  with  charcoal  for  undesirable  flavour,  filtered, 
and  chlorinated,  so  that  it  reaches  a  high  degree  of  bacteriological 
purity.  99  samples  collected  from  different  points  of  supply  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Dr.  Arthur  Davies  of  the  Devonport  Pathological  Laboratories, 
Greenwich,  and  satisfactory  reports  were  received  in  93  instances.  Of 
the  remaining  6,  3  were  stated  to  be  badly  contaminated,  2  gave  a  high 
count,  and  1  shewed  traces  of  contamination.  The  badly  contaminated 
samples  were  all  from  the  same  point,  where,  after  treatment  of  a  newly 
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laid  portion  of  the  main,  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 
Further  samples  from  the  other  points  of  delivery  were  also  good.  No 
samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  in  the  County  Borough 
was  estimated  to  be  24* 3  gallons  per  head  of  the  population  in  1948. 
Taking  a  three-year  80  per  cent,  drought  as  a  basis,  the  local  demand 
is  just  met,  but  allows  little  for  future  requirements. 

Only  a  very  few  houses  in  the  County  Borough  are  not  supplied 
direct  from  the  public  mains. 

Approximately  half  the  houses  are  without  baths  and  9,000  closets 
lack  water-flushing  apparatus. 

In  1948,  12  further  samples  were  taken  from  Becket’s  Well,  of  which 
4  were  unsatisfactory.  Added  to  the  37  samples  (28  unsatisfactory) 
taken  in  1947,  this  gives  a  total  of  49  samples  taken  during  the  period 
3rd  June,  1947,  to  24th  February,  1948,  32  being  reported  by  the 
Bacteriologist  to  shew  evidence  of  contamination. 

A  special  report  was  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  on  28th 
January,  1948,  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  well  be  closed.  This 
was’  confirmed  by  the  Town  Council  at  their  meeting  on  1st  March,  1948. 

The  outlet  was  eventually  boxed  in  by  means  of  York  flagging  and 
alternative  arrangements  for  a  supply  of  drinking  water  for  children 
playing  in  Becket’s  Park  were  suggested. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  sewerage  system  of  the  County 
Borough  was  described  in  the  report  for  1933  after  the  construction  of 
the  new  outfall  sewer  and  the  works  at  Ecton,  where  after  screening 
and  sedimentation  the  sewage  is  subjected  to  land  treatment  and  finally 
discharged  into  the  River  Nene.  The  effluent  before  discharge  is  under 
constant  supervision  and  examination  by  the  resident  chemist. 

Sewer  construction  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by,  or  under 
the  supervision  of,  the  Borough  Engineer's  Department  in  connection 
with  Dallington  Fields  Housing  Estate  and  six  cottages  in  Dallington 
Village  ;  sewers  were  dredged  or  repaired  in  various  localities. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  At  no  time  was  that  portion  of  the  River 
Nene  which  flows  through  Northampton  in  such  a  state  as  to  give  rise 
to  any  nuisance. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  still  approximately  9,000 
closets  in  the  County  Borough  without  water-flushing  apparatus. 

Public  Cleansing.  This  continues  to  be  efficiently  carried  out 
under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer.  Collection  of  household 
refuse  and  salvage  is  made  twice  weekly. 

Sanitary  Inspection.  (Table  5,  pages  57  and  58).  The  work  of 
the  sanitary  inspectors  is  summarised  in  Table  5.  During  the  year, 
2,109  houses  were  inspected,  of  which  1,169  were  found  to  require  atten¬ 
tion,  with  the  result  that  822  were  repaired,  while  others  were  dealt  with 
as  conditions  required,  details  of  which  appear  in  Table  5. 

There  were  no  drainage  reconstructions. 
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Shops  and  Offices.  During  1948  no  premises  were  referred  to 
the  Department  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  for 
action  under  Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 

Smoke  Abatement.  Owing  to  the  staple  industries  being  of  a 
light  character  and  to  the  extensive  use  of  electricity  and  gas  as  motive 
power,  smoke  abatement  has  not  been  a  serious  problem  in  Northampton. 
The  poor  quality  fuels  available,  however,  did  cause  an  increase  in  this 
work  in  1948. 

There  are  no  byelaws  in  operation  in  the  County  Borough  relating 
to  the  emission  of  black  smoke. 

Swimming  Baths*  and  Pools.  Northampton  is  very  well 
supplied  with  swimming  facilities,  both  open  air  and  enclosed,  the  Public 
Baths,  Upper  Mounts,  being  a  splendid  example  of  a  modern  bathing 
establishment,  whilst  the  open-air  swimming  pool,  commonly  called 
Midsummer  Meadow  Baths,  is  a  very  large  sheet  of  water  with  pleasant 
surroundings.  There  is  also  an  indoor  bath  at  Barry  Road  School. 

One  sample  taken  from  the  Public  Baths,  where  the  water  is 
subjected  to  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination,  was  stated  by  the 
bacteriologist  to  be  free  from  any  trace  of  contamination. 

Two  chemical  samples  from  Midsummer  Meadow  Baths  were 
reasonably  good. 

Disinfestation  Service.  The  municipal  disinfestation  service 
set  up  in  August,  1946,  to  deal  with  insect  pest  problems  of  all  types, 
is  firmly  established.  Materials  used  are  DDT  solutions  and  Gammexane 
powders,  solutions,  and  smoke  generating  compositions.  The  solutions 
are  applied  by  30  lb.  pressure  and  electric  sprays.  Powders  are  applied 
by  specially  made  dust  blowers,  although  in  some  instances  large  floor 
areas  have  been  treated  by  sweeping  powder  across  the  surface. 

Charges  are  made  on  the  following  basis  : — For  ordinary  dwelling- 
houses,  a  flat  rate  of  five  shillings  per  room  has  been  adopted,  with  a 
maximum  charge  of  £2  per  house.  For  infestations  of  bed  bugs  and 
fleas,  which  are  certified  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  as  requiring  attention 
in  the  public  interest,  no  charge  is  made. 

Treatment  of  business  premises  is  carried  out  after  survey  and 
estimate  of  cost  has  been  prepared  for  special  solutions  which  may  have 
to  be  purchased  or  made  up  to  deal  with  the  particular  problem. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  require  certain  information  regarding  the 
eradication  of  bed  bugs  set  out  according  to  a  prescribed  form  : — 

(1)  During  1948,  infestations  of  bed  bugs  were  found  in  31  Council 

houses  and  21  other  houses. 

(2)  Methods  of  disinfestation  employed — See  above . 
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(3)  The  furniture  of  tenants  from  bug-infested  houses  is  treated 

before  removal  into  new  houses.  30  such  treatments  were 
carried  out. 

(4)  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  Health  Department 

employees  under  the  supervision  of  the  sanitary  inspectors. 

(5)  Supervision  or  the  education  of  tenants  is  given  when  treating 

premises,  so  as  to  prevent  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  and 
221  check  visits  were  made. 


Schools.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  was  kept  under 
constant  observation. 


Canal  Boats.  The  following  is  extracted  from  the  annual  report 
under  Section  249  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  prepared  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Fifty-four  boats,  registered  to  carry  155J  adults, 
were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  actual  number  of  occupants  was 
68  adults  and  53  children.  Nine  boats  required  minor  repairs,  fifteen 
needed  repainting,  and  three  had  no  effective  water  vessels,  but  all  boats 
inspected  were  found  free  from  vermin.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
necessary.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  and  no  boat  was 
detained  for  disinfection.  No  boats  were  registered  during  the  year  ; 
the  number  on  the  register,  and  believed  to  be  in  use,  is  three. 


Common  Lodging  Houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
only  two  common  lodging  houses  on  the  register,  viz  : —

The  Inspector  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  kept  these  premises 
under  frequent  supervision.  He  made  70  visits  ;  six  defects  'were  found 
and  remedied. 

The  accommodation  now  available  in  the  County  Borough  is  in¬ 
sufficient  and  there  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  quantity 
of  bedding  for  renewals. 


Factories.  Table  8  (page  60)  gives  particulars  of  work  done 
under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  in  the  form  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  National  Service. 
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Offensive  Trades.  At  the  end  of  December,  1948,  there  were

All  these  offensive  trades  were  kept  under  supervision  by  the  distinct 
sanitary  inspectors  and  were  conducted  with  a  minimum  of  nuisance. 


Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.  There  are  no  tent  or  shack  dwellers 
permanently  in  the  County  Borough,  nor  are  there  any  licensed  camping 
sates,  but  the  municipal  car  parks  are  occasionally  used  by  variety 
artistes  and  circus  performers. 


Premises  controlled  by  Byelaws,  etc.  Particulars  of  these, 
excepting  the  above-mentioned,  will  be  found  in  Section  V.  (pages  33 
to  36)  dealing  with  food,  as  they  comprise  cowsheds,  dairies,  bakehouses, 
slaughterhouses,  ice  cream  shops,  etc. 


Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928.  The  object  of  these  Acts,  as 
explained  in  former  reports,  is  to  prevent  the  use  in  furniture  of  flock, 
etc.,  made  from  material  which  has  been  contaminated  by  human 
excrete.  With  a  view  to  preventing  this  occurring,  a  certain  chemical 
standard  is  prescribed  below  which  the  rag  flock  must  not  fall  if  it  is  to 
be  used  in  the  furniture  trade.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  paid  six 
visits  to  establishments  where  rag  flock  is  used,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  the  invoices.  As  a  result  of  these  inspections  it  was  considered 
unnecessary  to  take  any  samples. 


Rat  Repression.  The  full-time  Rat-catcher,  working  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  accounted  for  1,819  tails. 
His  advice  and  help  are  at  the  service  of  any  ratepayer  on  application 
being  made  to  the  Health  Office. 

The  location  map  of  sites  from  which  complaints  were  received 
indicates  that  all  is  not  as  it  should  be  with  the  sewers  in  the  older  parts 
ol  the  town.

Housing  Acts.  (Tables  6  and  7,  page  59).  Sixteen  houses  were 
represented  under  Section  1 1  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  as  being  in  such 
a  state  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  occupation.  Eight  Demolition  Orders 
were  made,  but  none  of  the  properties  had  been  demolished  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  Table  6  gives  the  condition  at  the  end  of  1948  of  houses 
represented  during  recent  years  which  had  not  been  finally  dealt  with. 

The  staff  made  580  visits  of  house-to-house  inspection  under  the 
Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925  and  1932,  and  found  defects 
in  235,  chiefly  want  of  cleanliness  and  repairs. 

Public  Health  Acts.  Table  5  (page  57)  gives  particulars  of  the 
work  of  the  sanitary  inspectors  under  these  Acts. 

Although  it  was  possible  to  maintain  a  good  rate  of  progress  with 
house  repairs  throughout  the  whole  of  the  war  period,  the  year  1948 
saw  further  improvement. 

A  difficulty  arises  where  the  main  defect  renders  a  house  a  dangerous 
structure  under  Section  58  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  27  such 

structures  were  reported  to  the  Borough  Engineer  ;  15  were  either 

rebuilt  or  reduced  to  first  floor  level  during  the  year  and  work  was  in 
progress  in  all  the  other  cases. 
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Prosecutions.  Legal  proceedings  were  necessary  in  two  instances 
to  enforce  the  repair  of  property. 

Other  prosecutions  are  mentioned  in  the  paragraphs  dealing  with 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  on  page  35,  Seizure  of  Unsound  Food 
on  page  34,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  on  page  34. 

Overcrowding.  Cases  of  overcrowding  continue  to  be  brought 
to  notice.  There  were  33  known  cases,  involving  203  persons,  at  the 
end  of  1948,  most  of  them  being  of  a  minor  character  when  measured  by 
legal  standards. 

Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses.  The  waiting  list  for  Council 
houses  on  31st  December,  1948,  comprised  4,330  applicants,  classified  as

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Central  Area  Re-development  Scheme  Inquiry.  On  14tli 

December,  1948,  and  the  two  following  days,  Lindley  Henshaw,  Esq., 
M.C.,  F.R.T.C.S.,  held  a  Public  Local  Inquiry  at  the  Guildhall,  North¬ 
ampton,  into  an  application  by  the  County  Borough  Council  for  con¬ 
firmation  of  the  Northampton  Town  Planning  Compulsory  Purchase 
No.  1  Order,  1948,  made  by  the  Council  under  Section  9  of  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Act,  1944.  The  Order  was  in  respect  of  certain 
land  and  premises  comprising  approximately  32  acres  in  the  older  part 
of  the  centre  of  the  town,  roughly  bounded  by  Marefair,  Gold  Street, 
College  Street,  Sheep  Street,  Herbert  Street,  Scarletwell  Street,  and  St. 
Andrew's  Road. 

Evidence  on  behalf  of  the  Council  was  given  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  Borough  Architect,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  stated  that  in  the  area  covered  by  the 
Order  there  were  465  separate  dwellinghouses  (counting  flats  as  separate 
units).  Of  these,  17  were  newly  built,  303  were  in  some  structural  dis¬ 
repair,  145  were  in  serious  structural  disrepair  ;  364  had  long  hopper 
closets,  101  had  pedestal  closets  ;  371  had  no  flushing  cisterns,  94  had 
flushing  cisterns  ;  6  shared  three  closets  ;  56  had  external  water  supply 
(14  of  these  had  to  share  a  tap)  ;  and  438  had  no  bath. 

In  addition  to  these  465  dwellinghouses,  there  were  74  business 
premises  with  dwelling  accommodation,  21  public  houses,  1  common 
lodging  house,  and  18  derelict  houses  and  shops. 

It  was  a  significant  fact  that  there  were  no  dwellinghouses  other 
than  the  17  newly  built  which  came  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  ;  of 
the  other  448,  150  were  definitely  sub-standard. 

The  lay-out  of  the  majority  of  the  houses  was  bad.  Most  of  them 
had  been  built  for  the  greater  part  of  a  century.  The  internal  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  houses  had  much  to  be  condemned,  with  their  small  rooms, 
poor  lighting  and  ventilation,  and  with  rooms  which  opened  direct  to  the 
street.  The  streets  were  narrow  and  the  area  as  a  whole  was  very 
congested.  Most  of  the  houses  had  little  or  no  gardens. 

It  was  felt  that  the  provisions  of  Section -9  of  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  1944,  gave  the  Council  an  opportunity  to  do  what  never 
could  be  done  under  previous  legislation,  that  is,  to  deal  with  the  area 
as  a  whole,  to  demolish  that  which  was  against  the  interests  of  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  rebuild  on  the  area  new  dwellings  with  all 
the  benefits  that  modern  sanitation  could  provide. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  disclosed  that  of  1,175  houses 
demolished  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1930-1936,  242  were  in  the  area 
covered  by  the  Order,  representing  20-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  houses 
demolished  in  the  County  Borough. 

Other  Housing  Matters.  Reference  should  be  made  to  Section 
III.  “  Sanitary  Circumstances  ”  for  other  information  bearing  on 
housing. 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  on  31st 
December,  1948,  was  30,443.  For  a  population  of  104,380  this  is 
equivalent  to  an  average  of  3-4  persons  per  house. 
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V.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply.  At  the  end  of  1948  there  were  61  milch  cows  in 
Northampton,  contained  in  five  herds. 

All  the  tuberculin  tested  milk  sold  locally  is  produced  outside  the 
County  Borough  boundary. 

Milk  in  Schools.  Under  the  milk-in-schools  scheme,  2,000,832 
bottles  of  milk  (each  containing  one-third  of  a  pint)  were  supplied. 
Only  pasteurised  milk  is  authorised  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk.  Eighteen  samples  (seventeen  ordinary 
milk  and  one  tuberculin  tested  milk)  were  submitted  in  1948  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  General  Hospital,  for  exam¬ 
ination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  All  were  reported  negative. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
5  cowkeepers,  68  retail  dairymen,  and  8  wholesalers  were  on  the  registers. 
Twelve  of  these  resided  outside  the  County  Borough  ;  their  premises 
were  inspected  by  officers  of  the  rural  sanitary  authorities  and  passed 
as  fit  for  the  purpose  before  they  were  registered  here.  In  addition, 
117  persons  were  allowed  to  sell  milk  in  bottles.  The  inspectors  made 
429  visits  to  registered  premises,  during  which  minor  defects  were  found 
in  five  instances  ;  these  were  quickly  remedied. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936  to  1948.  The 

following  licences  under  these  Regulations  were  in  operation  at  the  end

These  licences  were  held  by  31  dairymen  in  all. 


353  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination,  viz  : — 26 
tuberculin  tested,  279  pasteurised,  and  48  sterilised.  Six  of  the 
pasteurised  samples  failed  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test. 

All  the  pasteurised  and  sterilised  samples  were  also  submitted  to 
the  phosphatase  test  ;  8  pasteurised  and  1  sterilised  did  not  reach  the 
required  standard. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  (Tables  9  and  10,  pages  61  and  62). 
One  officer  is  specially  appointed  as  Meat  and  Food  Inspector,  devoting 
all  his  time  to  the  work.  Tables  9  and  10  give  particulars  of  food 
condemned. 
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Of  the  88  tons  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
only  6  tons  were  actually  destroyed  ;  74  tons  were  processed  into  tallow, 
soap,  soap  base,  glue,  bone  grease,  gelatine,  industrial  glycerine,  fertilisers, 
etc.,  1  ton  was  used  for  animal  feeding,  and  7  tons  processed  for  medicinal 
purposes. 

The  Government  control  of  slaughtering,  which  came  into  force  on 
15th  January,  1940,  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  during  1948  was  32,451  in  the  Government  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  70  under  cottagers’  licences,  etc.  In  addition,  2,248  tons 
of  imported  meat  passed  through  the  distributing  depots,  only  a  small 
proportion  being  condemned  for  bone  taint.  The  percentage  of  cows 
found  after  slaughter  to  be  suffering  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  from 
disease  was  55-8  and  for  other  cattle  42-2. 


Seizure  of  Unsound  Food.  The  officers  of  the  Department  did 
not  formally  seize  any  meat  ;  all  that  was  condemned  was  voluntarily 
surrendered. 


A  meat  pie  containing  a  cigarette  end  was  seized  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  The  vendor  was  fined  £  1 0  and  12s.  Od.  costs. 


Another  seizure  related  to  a  loaf  of  bread  which  contained  a  beetle 
embedded  in  the  crust  when  delivered  to  the  householder.  On  instruc 
tions  from  the  Health  Committee,  a  warning  letter  was  sent  by  the 
Town  Clerk  to  the  firm  concerned. 


Slaughterhouses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  32  slaughter¬ 
houses  on  the  register.  These  are  licensed  annually  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  but  only  four  of  them  are  now  in  use,  viz  : — 
Ransome  Road,  1a  Oliver  Street,  8  Regent  Square,  and  Cattlemarket, 
i.e.,  those  requisitioned  and  operated  under  Government  control.  The 
rest  are  closed.  From  July,  1948,  the  slaughterhouse  in  Oliver  Street 
was  closed,  except  for  emergency  use. 


Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924  to  1948.  These 
Regulations,  amongst  other  things,  lay  upon  the  owner  or  slaughterer 
of  animals  in  an  emergency  out  of  hours  (accidents,  etc.)  the  onus  of 
giving  to  the  Department  notice  of  the  slaughter  so  that  the  carcase 
can  be  examined  by  the  Meat  and  Food  Inspector.  52  such  notices 
were  received  during  1948. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  The  names  of  53  slaughter¬ 
men  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  driver  of  a  van  was  fined  £3  for  failing  to  adopt  sufficient 
precautions  to  prevent  unnecessary  pain  and  suffering  to  animals 
during  transport. 

Grading  and  Marking  of  Foodstuffs.  The  sanitary  inspectors 
continue  to  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  by  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Acts,  1887  and  1926,  and  the  Agricultural  Produce  (Grading  and  Marking) 
Acts,  1928  and  1931,  and  the  numerous  Orders  made  thereunder. 
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Sale  of  Food  Regulations.  The  labelling  requirements  and 
standards  prescribed  by  various  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  are  kept 
in  mind  by  the  sanitary  inspector  when  sampling  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act. 

Bakehouses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  67  bakehouses 
on  the  register.  The  inspectors  paid  125  visits  to  these  premises,  when 
nine  minor  infringements  (chiefly  want  of  whitewashing)  were  discovered 
and  subsequently  remedied. 

Ice  Cream.  At  the  end  of  1948,  the  following  registrations  of  ice 


cream  premises  were  in  operation  : —

41  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Visits  to  premises  numbered  423. 

Other  Premises  dealing  with  Food.  Under  this  heading  come 
premises  where  food  is  dealt  with,  other  than  those  already  mentioned, 
e.g.,  those  connected  with  the  manufacture  and  storage  of  potted  meats, 
jams,  sweets,  etc.,  also  cafes  and  licensed  premises.  1,204  visits  were 
made  to  these  premises. 

Food  Poisoning.  No  outbreak  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year,  although 
three  cases  were  notified  (two  in  one  family)  in  which  the  infection  was 
due  to  an  organism  of  the  Salmonella  group. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  (Table  12,  page  63).  311  samples 

(including  108  informal)  were  taken  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  nature  of  the  samples  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  is  given  in  Table  12.  16  of  them  (5 •  1  per  cent.) 

were  found  to  be  not  genuine.  6  of  these  were  informal  samples.  The 
action  taken  regarding  the  10  formal  samples  found  to  be  not  genuine 
was  as  follows  : — 

Sample  No.  9.  Milk  deficient  in  solids-not-fat  0-8  per  cent. 
Warning  letter  sent  to  vendor. 

No.  17.  Beef  sausages  with  total  meat  content  of  only  16-3  per  cent, 
instead  of  50-0  per  cent.  Two  further  samples  (No.  34  informal  and  No. 
54)  contained  27-4  per  cent,  and  21-8  per  cent,  respectively.  Vendor 
fined  £5. 

No.  21.  Gin  contained  4T6  per  cent,  excess  water  and  was  37-7° 
under  proof.  Fined  £5. 

No.  54.  Beef  sausages  with  total  meat  content  of  only  21  -8  per  cent. 
See  No.  17  above. 
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No.  91.  Beef  sausage  meat  contained  rather  less  than  one-fifth  of 
the  required  meat  content.  Fined  £10. 

No.  137.  Milk  deficient  in  milk-fat  3-0  per  cent.  Warned. 

No.  138.  Milk  deficient  in  milk-fat  4-3  per  cent.  Warned. 

No.  139.  Milk  deficient  in  milk-fat  3-3  per  cent.  Warned. 

No.  168.  Milk  deficient  in  milk-fat  5-3  per  cent.  Fined  £10  10s. 
and  £2  costs. 

No.  201.  Malt  vinegar  consisted  of  artificial  vinegar  not  less  than 
95  per  cent.  Warned. 

The  average  fat  content  of  the  139  samples  of  genuine  milk  was 
3-57  per  cent,  and  the  non-fatty  solids  8-81  per  cent.,  both  figures  being 
well  above  the  minimum  prescribed  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations, 

1939. 

Preservatives  were  not  detected  in  any  of  the  milks  sent  for  analysis. 

Preservatives,  etc.  No  infringements  of  the  Public  Health 
(Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1948,  came  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929,  the 
Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  to  1948,  the  Public 
Health  (Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  to  1948,  or  the  Public  Health 
(Dried  and  Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1943. 

Chemical  Work.  No  change  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for 
chemical  examinations  made  on  behalf  of  the  Department.  This  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  the  County  Borough,  A.  Prideaux 
Davson,  Esq.,  A.R.C.S.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Public  Analyst’s  Laboratory, 
The  Public  Health  Centre,  Grange  Road,  Bermondsey,  London,  S.E.l. 

Bacteriological  Work.  No  change  occurred  in  the  arrangements 
for  bacteriological  examination  of  food,  which  was  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Samples  of  milk  for  the  methylene  blue  and  phosphatase  tests  were 
sent  to  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council's  Laboratory,  Guildhall 
Road. 

See  also  paragraphs  on  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk,  page  33  ;  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936  to  1948,  page  33  ;  Ice  Cream, 
page  35  ;  and  Shell-fish  on  page  36. 

Shell-fish.  Only  mussels  from  relaying  stations  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  are  allowed  to 
be  sold  in  the  County  Borough.  All  consignments  of  mussels  arriving 
in  Northampton  are  notified  to  the  Health  Department  and  all  bags 
inspected  to  ensure  that  the  seal  is  intact.  Two  samples  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  proved  quite  satisfactory. 

Watercress.  It  is  estimated  that  about  seventy  tons  of  watercress 
are  sold  annually  in  Northampton.  The  chief  sources  of  supply  are 
Berkhamsted,  Bourne  End,  and  Watford  in  Hertfordshire,  Andover  in 
Plampshire,  and  Stamford  in  Lincolnshire.  There  has  been  no  reason 
to  suspect  the  purity  of  the  supply. 
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VI.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

“Zymotic  Deaths.”  During  1948,  eight  deaths  were  certified 
as  being  due  to  the  so-called  “  zymotic  diseases,”  giving  a  “  zymotic 
death-rate  ”  of  0-08  per  thousand  of  the  civilian  population  : —

Each  disease  is  dealt  with  separately  in  the  next  few  pages. 

Measles.  675  notifications  of  measles  were  received.  The 
attack-rate  for  Northampton  was  6-47,  while  for  England  and  Wales 
it  was  9-34.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough.  451  notifications  of  whooping  cough  were 
received.  The  attack-rate  was  4-32  ;  for  England  and  Wales  it  was 
3-42.  Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disease,  giving  a  death-rate 
of  0-02,  the  same  as  for  England  and  Wales.. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  Six  local  children  under  two  years 
of  age  were  certified  as  having  died  from  enteritis,  giving  a  rate  of  3-3 
per  thousand  live  births  registered,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Influenza.  This  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  consequently  know¬ 
ledge  of  its  incidence  is  not  very  exact.  Only  one  death  was  certified 
as  due  to  influenza,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0-01,  compared  with  0-03  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  This  disease  is  commonly  called 
“  infantile  paralysis.”  6  cases  (including  two  persons  admitted  to 
Northampton  General  Hospital  and  normally  resident  elsewhere)  were 
notified,  equal  to  an  attack-rate  of  0-06.  There  were  no  deaths. 

All  the  4  patients  from  Northampton  County  Borough  were  classified 
as  mild  and  were  treated  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  where  the 
initial  treatment  was  supervised  by  an  orthopaedic  surgeon. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever.  Two  notifications  of  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  were  received.  Neither  related  to  a  Northampton  re  ident. 

Paratyphoid  Fever.  Five  cases  of  paratyphoid  B  were  notified 
from  Northampton  General  Hospital,  all  being  County  residents.  They 
were  transferred  to  Harborough  Road  Hospital. 
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Dysentery.  Three  cases  occurred,  the  infecting  organism  in  each 
case  being  of  the  Salmonella  group.  Two  were  admitted  to  Harborough 
Road  Hospital. 

Malaria.  One  notification  of  malaria  was  received.  It  related 
to  a  relapse  in  a  young  man  infected  whilst  in  Italy. 

Erysipelas.  28  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified.  The  local 
attack-rate  was  0-27,  while  for  England  and  Wales  it  was  0-21.  One 
case  was  treated  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Chickenpox.  This  disease,  which  is  endemic,  is  not  notifiable  in 
this  country,  except  during  the  prevalence  of  smallpox,  consequently 
knowledge  of  its  incidence  is  not  very  exact.  391  cases  or  suspected 
cases  were  reported  amongst  school  children  in  Northampton  according 
to  the  weekly  returns  furnished  by  head  teachers. 

Vaccination.  Under  the  new  arrangements  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Health  Service  there  were  117  vaccinations  (81  under  one  year 
of  age)  and  34  re-vaccinations  during  the  period  5th  July  to  31st 
December,  1948.  No  cases  were  specially  reported  of  generalised 
vaccinia  or  post-vaccinal  encephalomyelitis. 

During  1948  no  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations, 
1917. 

Smallpox.  No  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Health  Department  during  1948. 

Scarlet  Fever.  324  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received, 
the  highest  annual  total  since  1935.  The  local  attack-rate  was  3 TO, 
while  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  P73.  229  of  these  cases  were 

treated  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  scarlet  fever. 

Diphtheria.  Only  6  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified — the  lowest 
annual  number  for  over  fifty  years.  The  local  attack-rate  was  0-06  ; 
for  England  and  Wales  it  was  0-08.  All  the  cases  were  treated  in 
Harborough  Road  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 

One  was  an  immunised  child  and  was  a  very  mild  case. 

55  phials  of  antitoxin  (each  of  8,000  units)  were  supplied  free  to 
general  practitioners  in  the  County  Borough  on  application  to  the  Health 
Office  or  the  Central  Police  Station.  (Under  the  National  Health  Service, 
Hospital  Management  Committees  are  now  responsible  for  making 
antitoxin  available  to  doctors). 

The  types  of  diphtheria  prevalent  in  this  area,  as  determined  by  the 
Bacteriologist  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  General 
Hospital,  during  the  year  were  : — gravis  8  cases,  mi tis  3  cases,  and  inter¬ 
medins  2  cases.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  The  number  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  who  received  two  injections  (0-2  and  0-5  c.c.)  of 
the  prophylactic  (A.P.T.)  was  1,565  ;  similarly,  120  children  aged 
between  five  and  fifteen  were  dealt  with,  making  a  total  of  1,685  who 
completed  the  course  during  1948.  500  children  received  reinforcing 

injections. 

There  is  record  that  4,535  children  under  five  years  of  age,  of  an 
estimated  population  of  8,954  in  this  age-group,  had  completed  a  full 
course  of  immunisation  up  to  31st  December,  1948,  equal  to  50-6  per 
cent.  In  the  age-group  five  to  fourteen  years  inclusive  the  number 
immunised  was  9,897  out  of  an  estimated  population  of  12,514,  or  791 
per  cent. 

53  phials  of  A.P.T.  (each  of  5  c.c.)  were  supplied  free  to  practitioners 
in  connection  with  immunisation. 


Pneumonia.  70  notifications  of  pneumonia  were  received.  The 
local  attack-rate  was  0-67,  while  the  corresponding  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  0-73.  Ten  cases  were  treated  in  the  General  Hospital. 
43  deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  giving  a  local  death-rate  from  this 
cause  of  0-41,  the  same  as  for  England  and  Wales. 


Harborough  Road  Hospital.  (Table  11,  page  62).  Table  11 
gives  statistics  for  1948.  The  hospital  was  never  full  during  the  year 
in  spite  of  cases  being  admitted  from  a  wide  area.  The  highest 
number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  any  given  time  was  38  on  October 
9th  and  10th,  while  the  lowest  was  5  on  September  23rd-25th.  The 
average  number  of  patients  was  19-0. 

From  5th  July,  1948,  until  18th  January,  1949,  this  hospital  was 
administered  by  the  Health  Department  on  an  agency  basis  on  behalf 
of  the  Northampton  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee 
No.  IV. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  41  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were 
received.  16  of  these  related  to  out-of-town  cases  not  notified  in  their 
own  areas.  The  attack-rate  per  thousand  total  births  was  22 T,  com¬ 
pared  with  6-89  for  England  and  Wales.  One  case  was  treated  at  home, 
6  at  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital,  and  34  at  the  General  Hospital.  Of  the 
25  County  Borough  cases,  23  occurred  in  institutions,  1  was  a  general 
practitioner’s  case,  and  1  a  midwife’s  case. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  No  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
was  notified  during  1948. 


Venereal  Diseases.  From  1st  January  to  4t.h  July,  1948,  144 
County  Borough  residents  received  treatment  for  the  first  time  at  the 
Special  Clinic  for  venereal  diseases  held  at  Northampton  General 
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Hospital,  under  the  combined  scheme  worked  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Councils  of  Northamptonshire  and  Buckinghamshire.  The 
classification  of  the  new  cases  was  as  follows

(*5  male  and  5  female  syphilis  cases  were  of  more  than  one  year’s 
standing). 

8  syphilis  (6  male  and  2  female)  and  38  gonorrhoea  (28  male  and 
10  female)  patients,  including  persons  under  treatment  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year,  carried  out  full  courses  of  treatment  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  specialists  in  charge  of  the  Clinic  and  were  discharged 
after  the  final  test  of  cure. 

12  patients  (7  syphilis  and  5  gonorrhoea)  ceased  attending  before 
completion  of  treatment  or  before  final  tests  of  cure  were  made,  in  spite 
of  endeavours  by  the  staff  of  the  Clinic  or  Health  Department  to  get 
them  to  continue. 

The  total  attendances  made  by  County  Borough  patients  at  the 
out-patient  clinics  were  1,739  and  265  days  were  spent  in  hospital  by 
patients.  In  the  treatment  of  syphilis,  465  doses  of  approved  arseno- 
benzene  compounds  (stabilarsan  or  sulfarsenol)  were  administered,  as 
also  were  613  doses  of  other  preparations,  making  a  total  of  1,078. 

The  times  at  which  the  clinics  are  held  at  Northampton  General 
Hospital  remain  the  same  as  last  year,  viz  : — - 

Males — Wednesdays,  2  p.m.  ;  Fridays,  7  p.m. 

Females — Mondays,  7  p.m.  ;  Fridays,  12  noon. 

The  Clinic  remains  under  the  medical  direction  of  W.  M.  Robson, 
Esq.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  although  administrative  control  was  assumed  by 
the  Hospital  Management  Committee  as  from  5th  July,  1948. 

During  the  whole  of  1948,  new  cases  from  Northampton  County 
Borough  totalled  258  (56  syphilis,  63  gonorrhoea,  139  non-venereal  and 
undiagnosed  conditions).  Total  attendances  at  the  Clinic  were  3,387. 

Cancer.  (Table  3,  page  55).  The  number  of  cancer  deaths  in 
Northampton  during  1948  was  199,  giving  a  local  death-rate  from  this 
cause  of  1-91  ;  for  England  and  Wales  it  was  1-86.  Table  3  gives 
comparable  figures  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Bacteriology.  Table  13,  page  64,  gives  particulars  of  clinical 
bacteriology.  No  change  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for  carrying 
out  bacteriological  work  for  the  Department,  all  of  which,  with  the 
exception  of  water  analysis,  was  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Northampton  General  Hospital.

Scabies.  The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  scabies  at  Miller’s 
Meadow  Slipper  Baths,  St.  Andrew’s  Road,  continued  throughout  the 
year.  In  addition  to  school  children  under  the  Education  Committee’s 
f  T  Y  Borough  patients  were  treated,  comprising  27  males 
and  38  females.  Under  the  arrangement  with  Northampton  Rural 
District  Council,  1  persons  were  also  treated.  Total  attendances  were 
-Ch.  the  same  treatment,  viz  /—benzyl  benzoate,  which  was  found 
to  oe  so  successful  m  the  past,  was  continued.  The  disease  is  less 
prevalent  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 


VII.— TUBERCULOSIS 

ln.  Notifications.-  (Tables  21  and  22,  page  69).  During  the  year 
i0o  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  Of  these  98 
were  respiratory  and  7  non-respiratory.  Their  disposal  and  age-groups 
are  shewn  m  Tables  21  and  22.  In  addition,  13  cases  already  notified 
m  other  areas  came  into  the  County  Borough. 

1  Deaths,  (4  able  19,  page  67).  The  number  of  deaths  and  the 
death-rates  from  tuberculosis  per  thousand  of  the  population  in  1948 
were  as  follow  : —

The  raie  of  (T41  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  County  Borough. 

The  death-rate  for  all  forms  for  England  and  Wales  in  1948  was 
0-51  (respiratory  0-44,  other  forms  0-07). 

Table  19  gives  the  total  tuberculosis  death-rates  for  Northampton 
and  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  last  ten  years. 

Revision  of  Register.  Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1930,  the  names  of  68  notified  persons  were  removed  from 
the  register  in  1948,  these  consisting  of  : — 

(a)  4  in  whom  the  diagnosis  had  not  been  established  ; 

(b)  62  where  the  patient  might  be  regarded  as  having  recovered. 

On  31st  December,  1948,  there  were  765  names  on  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  register,  609  relating  to  respiratory  and  156  to  non- 
respiratory  patients. 

The  number  on  the  register  of  the  Health  Clinic  on  that  date  was 

746. 
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Extra  Nourishment.  195  grants  of  extra  nourishment  in  the 
form  of  milk,  sometimes  also  oil  and  malt,  were  made  by  the  Health 
Committee  and  96  patients  received  this  benefit. 


Park  Workers.  At  the  beginningof  1948,  six  men  were  employed 
on  light  duties  under  this  scheme.  Two  went  off  work  and  one  was  taken 
on,  making  a  total  of  five  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Housing.  This  is  a  factor  of  much  importance  in  the  incidence 
and  spread  of  tuberculosis  and  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Housing 
Committee  has  helped  much  to  minimise  the  dangers  of  unsatisfactory 
accommodation.  In  December,  1948,  the  number  of  tuberculous 
persons  living  in  Council  houses  was  270. 


Care  Work.  The  need  for  care  work  becomes  increasingly  apparent 
and  much  valuable  help  is  provided  by  the  Care  Committee.  The  sum 
of  £76  was  obtained  from  the  proceeds  of  a  Flag  Day  and  the  Christmas 
Seal  Sale  realised  £334.  The  Chairman's  special  Christmas  appeal 
brought  in  £36.  The  grar§£  of  £200  from  the  County  Borough  Council 
was  augmented  by  £20  collected  by  Councillor  Mrs.  K.  M.  Gibbs  and  by 
voluntary  donations.  The  money  has  gone  to  the  assistance  of  patients 
and  their  families  in  providing  clothing,  bedding,  footwear,  extra 
nourishment,  and  medical  comforts.  A  special  report  on  the  Care 
Committee’s  work  has  been  issued  by  the  Honorary  Secretary. 


Almoner’s  Department.  Mrs.  B.  D.  Claridge  was  appointed 
Almoner  on  2nd  March,  1948.  This  is  a  department  with  increasing 
demands  in  dealing  with  environmental  and  personal  problems,  re¬ 
habilitation,  and  welfare  work  in  general.  During  the  year,  639  home 
visits  were  paid  and  794  people  were  interviewed  at  the  Clinic. 


Rehabilitation.  Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  through  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer. 
Under  the  Government  Training  Scheme  three  clerical  courses  and  one 
in  handsewn  bootmaking  were  provided.  Four  patients  were  given 
homework  by  local  firms.  The  number  of  patients  who  returned  to  work 
and  the  channels  of  their  re-employment  is  indicated  below  : —

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Tuberculosis  Allowances.  These  allowances  from  both  Govern¬ 
ment  and  (  orporation  ceased  on  4th  July,  1948,  when  such  help  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  National  Assistance  Board.

Mass  Miniature  Radiography.  The  third  survey  held  in  the 
Borough  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  extended  from  9th  December, 
1947,  to  30th  March,  1948.  An  Appointments  Bureau  was  again  opened^ 
where  anyone  ovei  school  age,  and  not  included  in  the  factory  groups, 
could  book  an  appointment  for  examination.  Press  propaganda  and 
direct  contact  with  factory  workers  where  possible  proved  valuable  in  the 
campaign.  The  success  of  mass  radiography  must  depend  ultimately 
on  persistent  propaganda  directed  towards  enlightenment  of  the  public  ; 
this  slow  educative  process  can  be  achieved  by  producing  practical 
evidence  of  its  value  to  the  community.

Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1925.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take 
any  action  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1925,  which  relate  to  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936.  There  was  no  case  of  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital,  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
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VIII.— MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Infant  Mortality.  (Tables  23  and  24,  page  70  and  Table  D  at 
end).  There  were  68  infant  deaths,  the  infant  mortality  being  37-3  per 
thousand  live  births  registered,  which  is  the  lowest  rate  but  one  (33-3 
in  1947)  recorded  in  Northampton  County  Borough.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  34,  and  for  the  great  towns  39.  Table 
23  gives  the  infant  mortality  for  England  and  Wales  and  Northampton 
for  the  last  ten  years  for  comparison. 

Premature  birth  was  the  leading  cause  of  these  infant  deaths  ;  18 
died  from  prematurity,  compared  with  19  in  1947.  44  died  during  the 

first  month  of  life,  17  of  these  being  premature. 

The  infant  deaths  are  classified  by  cause  in  Table  24  and  in  more 
detail  according  to  cause  and  age  in  Table  D  at  the  end  of  this  volume. 

Notification  of  Births.  (Tables  25  and  26,  pages  70  and  71). 
1,825  live  births  were  registered,  the  birth-rate  being  17-5,  compared 
with  17-9  for  England  and  Wales.  30  stillbirths  were  also  registered. 

2,492  live  births  and  62  stillbirths  were  notified,  making  a  total  of 
2,554  ( see  Table  25).  Table  26  shews  the  sources  of  notification. 

1,721  births  were  investigated  by  the  health  visitors  ;  16  of  these 

were  non-notihed.  They  also  visited  21  other  births  but  no  information 
was  available.  The  remaining  births  occurred  either  in  larger  houses, 
or  the  mothers,  resident  outside  the  County  Borough,  came  here  for  their 
confinements  and  returned  home  later. 

747  babies  (including  stillborn  babies)  were  born  of  priiriipane. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  premature  babies  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  189  were  investigated  during  1948  (see  page  53). 

Stillbirths.  30  stillbirths  were  registered,  giving  a  rate  of  0-29 
per  thousand  of  the  population,  compared  with  0-42  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  rate  expressed  per  thousand  total  births  (including  still¬ 
births)  registered  was  16-2,  while  for  England  and  Wales  it  was  23. 

62  stillbirths  were  notified,  30  relating  to  mothers  from  surrounding 
areas.  The  remaining  32  stillbirths  were  investigated.  18  of  these 
occurred  in  primigravida.  In  22  cases  labour  was  premature.

Welfare  Centres.  (Table  27,  page  71).  Table  27  gives  the  average 
attendances  and  consultations  at  the  sixteen  centres  in  the  County 
Borough.

Voluntary  Work.  The  Northampton  Infant  Welfare  Voluntary 
Association  report  that  they  have  been  able  to  reorganise  some  of  the 
social  side  of  the  sixteen  infant  welfare  centres,  After  experimenting 
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with  lectures  and  demonstrations  at  the  centres,  they  successfully  started 
instruction  classes  in  the  formation  of  a  Mothers’  Club  held  every  Tuesday 
from  7  until  9  p.m.,  for  three-monthly  sessions,  at  St.  Giles’  Street  Infant 
Welfare  Centre. 

Congratulations  were  extended  to  all  the  Centres  who  entered  for 
the  National  Parentcraft  Competitions  on  their  encouraging  results, 
also  the  Kingsley  Park  Centre  for  winning  the  Trophy  for  the  All  England 
Fathers  Toy  making  Competition. 

Delegates  were  sent  to  the  National  Baby  Welfare  Council  and 
National  Association  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  meetings,  also 
to  the  London  Conference. 

Dr.  Leslie  G.  Housden,  O.B.E.,  was  the  speaker  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  on  26th  May,  1948.  His  subject,  “  The  Welfare  of  Children,” 
proved  extremely  interesting  to  an  attentive  audience. 

In  their  Annual  Report  the  Association  placed  on  record  their  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  work  of  many  of  their  own  members  and  also  the  officers 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Department. 

Maternity  Homes.  There  are  five  nursing  homes  in  the  County 
Borough,  three  of  which  may  admit  maternity  cases  only.  One  (St. 
Matthew’s  Nursing  Home)  is  registered  for  maternity,  medical,  and 
surgical  cases.  Twenty-two  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the  nursing 
homes  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

The  Local  Authority  maintained  no  maternity  homes.  An  arrange¬ 
ment  was  in  operation  whereby  expectant  mothers,  who  were  abnormal 
cases  and  were  found  to  require  institutional  treatment  at  the  time  of 
confinement,  were  treated  in  Barratt  Maternity  Home.  86  such  cases 
were  admitted  up  to  4th  July,  1948.  Normal  cases  recommended  for 
domestic  reasons  continue  to  go  to  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital  ;  571  women 
were  admitted  during  1948  (293  being  admitted  between  1st  fanuarv 
and  4th  July). 

Mid  wives.  34  midwives  were  employed  in  Northampton  County 


Borough  on  31st  December,  1948,  as  follow  : —

Medical  aid  was  summoned  by  midwives  under  Section  14(1)  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1918,  on  169  occasions. 

The  Queen’s  Nurses  attended  492  cases  as  maternity  nurses  or  mid¬ 
wives  during  1948. 
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The  Local  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing 
undertook  domiciliary  midwifery  on  behalf  of  the  County  Borough 
Council  by  agreement  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  until  4th  July,  1948, 
and  later  under  a  fresh  agreement  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946. 


Administration  of  Analgesics,  26  of  the  above  midwives  held 
a  certificate  of  competence  in  the  use  of  gas-air  analgesic  apparatus. 
These  were  either  employed  in  institutions  or  were  in  the  service  of  the 
Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing. 

Out  of  the  492  cases  attended  by  Queen’s  Nurses  in  1948,  analgesics 
were  administered  in  219.  The  Institute  had  four  sets  of  apparatus 
in  use. 

Ante- natal  Work.  The  Council  provide  and  maintain  one  ante¬ 
natal  clinic  (four  sessions  per  week)  at  St.  Giles’  Street  Centre.  In 
addition  an  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District 
Nursing,  Kingsthorpe  Road.  206  sessions  were  held  at  St.  Giles’  Street 
Clinic  and  were  attended  by  1,011  patients  (including  265  still 
attending  from  1947)  who  made  6,020  attendances. 

Between  1st  January  and  4th  July,  1948,  59  cases  were  referred  to 
the  Consultant  Obstetrician,  24  of  whom  were  admitted  to  Barratt 
Maternity  Home. 

At  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  2,437  attendances  were 
made  by  409  expectant  mothers  in  184  sessions  during  1948. 

649  patients  who  attended  the  County  Borough  clinic  (1947-48) 
had  babies  born  in  1948. 

Doctors  and  midwives  usually  send  their  patients  to  the  ante-natal 
clinic  by  appointment  and  in  each  case  a  report  is  forwarded  to  the 
doctor  or  midwife  concerned. 

Post-natal  Work.  A  post-natal  clinic  is  held  once  a  week.  46 
sessions  were  held  during  1948  and  were  attended  by  398  women  (in¬ 
cluding  9  still  attending  from  1947).  1'hese  patients  made  487  attend¬ 
ances. 

A  post-natal  clinic  is  also  held  at  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District 
Nursing.  There  were  16  sessions  during  1948  attended  by  191  women, 
each  making  one  attendance. 

Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  29,  page  72).  There  was  one  maternal 
death  in  1948,  this  being  from  puerperal  sepsis. 

The  maternal  mortality  was  0-54  per  thousand  total  births,  com¬ 
pared  with  1  -02  (sepsis  0-24,  other  puerperal  causes  0-78)  for  England 
and  Wales.  Table  29  gives  the  rates  for  the  last  ten  years  for  com¬ 
parison.

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Dental  Treatment.  (Table  28,  page  72).  As  in  previous  years, 
children  under  school  age  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  may  be 

leaded  by  the  School  Dental  Officer.  Two  sessions  each  week  are  set 
apart  for  tms  work.

,  Ghild  Li*f  Protection.  The  Health  Department  administer 
Sections  206  to  220  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  relating 
to  foster-children  tire  health  visitors  acting  as  child  protection 
officers.  I  hese  children  are  supervised  until  they  reach  the  age  of  nine 
years.  The  number  of  persons  on  the  register  receiving  children  for 
leward  ac  the  end  of  the  year  was  24  ;  these  had  charge  of  37  children

under  the  Act.  b 

three  persons  gave  notice  during  1948  under  Section  7  b)  of  the 
Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  1939. 


Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Four  beds  were  maintained 
when  occupied,  at  Manfield  Hospital.  At  the  beginning  of  January] 
six  patients  were  under  treatment.  From  1st  January  to  4th  July,  six 
were  admitted  suffering  from  general  orthopaedic  conditions.  Six  "cases 
were  discharged,  the  average  length  of  stay  being  58  days,  and  six  were 
still  under  treatment  on  4th  July. 


Ultra-violet  Ray  Treatment.  Ultra-violet  ray  treatment  was 
continued  with  the  usual  exception  of  the  summer  months.  63  children 
under  five  years  of  age  received  1,065  treatments. 

Facilities  for  this  are  provided  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
afternoons  at  the  Public  Baths,  Upper  Mounts,  where  a  room  for  this 
purpose  is  shared  with  the  School  Health  Department. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants.  189  premature  infants  (i.e.,  babies 
weighing  5J  lb.  or  less  at  birth)  were  notified,  119  relating  to  mothers 
normally  resident  in  Northampton.  154  of  them  survived  the  first 
month  of  life. 

Cots,  bedding,  blankets,  hot  water  bottles,  and  clothing  are  avail¬ 
able  on  loan  for  such  infants  nursed  at  home. 


Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Their  Children.  There  are 
no  special  arrangements,  but  each  health  visitor  is  responsible  for  those 
residing  in  her  district  and  co-operates  with  voluntary  agencies  working 
in  this  field.  Where  desirable,  the  children  are  admitted  to  day  nurseries. 

Otorrhoea.  Pre-school  children  suffering  from  otorrhoea  (dis¬ 
charging  ears)  continue  to  receive  treatment  for  this  troublesome  com¬ 
plaint  at  the  School  Clinic  through  an  arrangement  with  the  Education 
Committee.  21  cases  made  93  attendances  during  the  year. 
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Prophylactic  Whooping  Cough  Vaccine.  During  the  year, 
217  children  completed  the  full  course. 

Day  Nurseries.  There  are  two  nurseries — Spencer  and  Kings- 
thorpe  Park — for  children  under  two  years  of  age.  They  have  accom¬ 
modation  for  70  children.  The  average  attendance  was  55-4  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  69  children  on  the  registers.  104  visits 
(including  five  medical  inspections)  were  paid  to  these  two  nurseries  by 
the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  and,  in  addition,  all  children  were  medically 
inspected  before  admission. 

Fourteen  visits  (including  two  medical  inspections)  were  also  paid 
to  Dallington  Nursery  Home. 

Home  Helps.  Ten  maternity  cases  were  attended  by  home  helps 
between  1st  January  and  18th  July,  1948.  After  that  date  a  Domestic 
Help  Sub-Department  was  inaugurated  under  Section  29  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  (see  page  18). 

Fruit  Juices  and  Cod  Liver  Oil.  The  issue  of  these  vitamin 
supplements  to  expectant  mothers  and  to  children  under  five  years  of 
age  continued  from  the  Food  Office,  Fish  Street,  where  the  arrangements 
worked  satisfactorily. 

Coupon  Equivalent  Documents  for  Sheets.  In  certain  circum¬ 
stances,  expectant  mothers  who  were  being  confined  at  home  could 
obtain  priority  for  sheets  under  a  Board  of  Trade  scheme.  During  1948 
coupon  equivalent  documents  were  issued  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Sub-Department  to  368  applicants. 

(Note. — This  scheme  ceased  on  14th  March,  1949,  23  further 
applications  being  dealt  with).

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INTRODUCTORY  LETTER 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of 
Northampton  County  Borough. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1948  on  the  Mental 
Health  Services  for  Northampton  County  Borough. 


The  report  is  prepared  in  compliance  with  Article  12  of  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Regulations,  1948,  which  reads  as  follows  : — 

The  Local  Health  Authority  shall,  not  later  than  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  in  every  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding, 
on  the  performance  of  their  duties  under  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts,  1913  to  1938,  as  amended  by  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946. 

The  information  given  in  the  report  relative  to  Mental  Deficiency  is 
in  respect  of  the  calendar  year  1948,  while  that  concerning  Lunacy  deals 
solely  with  the  period  from  5th  July,  1948,  to  31st  December,  1948,  i,e., 
from  the  commencement  of  the  National  Health  Service. 


The  Council’s  Scheme  under  Section  51  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  31st  May,  1948. 
Briefly,  the  approved  Scheme  makes  the  following  provisions  : — 

The  whole  of  the  mental  health  functions  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  to  be  controlled  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  responsible  for  the  organ¬ 
isation,  control,  and  medical  direction  of  the  mental  health  services. 

The  services  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  assistant 
medical  officers  to  be  devoted  to  part-time  work  in  the  mental 
health  services  and  for  this  purpose  to  be  appointed  certifying  officers 
under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

The  services  of  specialists  to  be  made  available  by  negotiation 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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The  staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Department  to  consist  of  : — 
Mental  Health  Officer  (female) 

Assistant  Mental  Health  Officer  (male)  designated  as  Duly 
Authorised  Officer 

Clerk 

All  these  officers  to  be  appointed  as  duly  authorised  officers. 

The  Handicraft  Centre  to  be  continued  and  transferred  to  the 
full-time  Centre  in  Chapel  Place  when  the  premises  have  been 
reconditioned  and  extended. 


It  was  anticipated  that  problems  would  arise  in  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  service,  but  considering  the  short  time  the  comprehensive  scheme 
has  been  operating,  these  have  been  solved  better  than  might  have  been 
expected.  One  regrettable  cause  of  concern,  to  which  attention  is 
drawn  in  the  body  of  the  report,  is  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable 
institutional  accommodation.  There  were  eleven  urgent  cases  awaiting 
admission  at  the  end  of  1948. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Mental  Health  Sub-Department  for  their  assistance  and  loyalty  since 
the  service  became  the  concern  of  the  Health  Department  on  5th  July, 
1948,  and  to  other  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  who  have 
taken  some  part  in  the  administration  or  the  publication  of  this  report.

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SUPERVISION 

The  community  care  of  mental  defectives  will  always  be  an  important 
aspect  of  mental  health  work,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
increasingly  difficult  to  secure  suitable  institutional  accommodation 
and  training  for  cases  needing  this  form  of  care  and,  therefore,  the 
majority  of  defectives  will  continue  to  live  at  home.  More  than  half  the 
adult  defectives  living  at  home  are  gainfully  employed.  Northampton’s 
varied  industries  offer  special  opportunities  of  simple  routine  work  suit¬ 
able  to  the  capacities  of  subnormal  persons.  Some  are  employed  in  boot 
and  shoe  factories,  others  in  engineering  works,  milk  factories,  and 
restaurants.  A  few  are  employed  as  builders’  labourers  and  farm  workers. 

Close  contact  is  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service,  whose  officers  spare  no  efforts  in  helping  to  place  defectives  in 
suitable  employment.  By  registering  under  the  Disabled  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1944,  continuity  of  employment  can  be  assured, 
but  even  without  this  safeguard  defectives  suitably  placed  can  hold 
employment  on  their  own  merits. 

Defectives  in  resident  domestic  situations  need  special  care  and 
supervision  and  they  are  given  every  assistance  in  managing  their 
financial  and  business  affairs.  Some  of  these  women  have  no  homes 
and  annual  seaside  holidays  are  arranged  for  them  through  the  Brighton 
Guardianship  Society. 

Maintenance  allowances  are  paid  by  the  National  Assistance  Board 
in  respect  of  some  unemployable  adult  defectives.  Much  help  with 
clothing  has  also  been  forthcoming  from  voluntary  organisations,  especi¬ 
ally  the  Northampton  Branch  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services. 

Unemployable  defectives  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  Handicraft 
Centre,  but  some,  for  various  reasons  such  as  epilepsy,  are  unable  to 
take  advantage  of  the  facilities  the  Centre  offers. 

The  co-operation  of  the  parents  is  a  vital  factor  in  the  community 
care  of  defectives  ;  most  parents  realise  this  and  co-operate  whole¬ 
heartedly  in  the  work. 

GUARDIANSHIP 

At  the  end  of  1948  there  were  four  cases  under  Guardianship.  One 
is  self-supporting,  two  are  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  the 
fourth  is  living  with  relatives. 

INSTITUTIONAL  ACCOMMODATION 

Three  new  cases  were  admitted  to  institutions  during  the  year — one 
to  Bromham  House  Colony,  one  to  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital,  and  one  to 
Borocourt  Institution. 

The  lack  of  institutional  accommodation  for  children  is  more  difficult 
than  ever.  The  position  locally  was  aggravated  rather  than  alleviated 
when  the  National  Health  Service  came  into  operation  on  5th  July,  1948, 
the  reason  being  that  Bromham  House  Colony,  coming  within  the  area 
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of  the  North  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  is  no  longer 
available  for  new  admissions  from  Northampton  County  Borough,  where¬ 
as  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  not  been  able  to  help  to  any 
material  extent.  At  the  end  of  1948  there  were  eleven  urgent  cases 
awaiting  admission. 

Patients  with  suitable  homes  were  granted  holiday  leave  at  varying 
times  throughout  the  year.  Reports  on  the  suitability  of  the  homes 
are  always  submitted.

LICENCE 

Licences  have  been  granted  in  the  following  cases  : — * 

One  girl  from  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital  to  the  Royal  Fort  Home, 
Bristol. 

One  male  from  Bromham  House  Colony  to  Royal  Hostel,  Elstead, 
Godaiming,  Surrey,  and  from  there  to  an  Hotel  at  Churt,  Farnham, 
Surrey. 

One  female  from  Bromham  House  Colony  to  the  care  of  her 
mother. 

One  male  from  Brentry  Colony  to  the  care  of  his  parent. 

One  male  from  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital  to  the  care  of  his  relatives. 

In  one  case  licence  had  to  be  withdrawn  and  the  patient  returned  to 
St.  Edmund’s  Hospital. 

Altogether  there  are  twelve  Northampton  County  Borough  patients 
on  licence  from  institutions,  six  males  and  six  females.  Of  this  number 
three  males  and  two  females  are  employed  in  factories,  two  males  and 
four  females  are  in  resident  domestic  service,  and  one  male,  who  is  blind, 
is  living  with  relatives. 
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HANDICRAFT  CENTRE 

The  number  on  the  books  of  the  Handicraft  Centre  at  the  beginning 
of  1948  was  8  adult  males,  13  adult  females,  5  junior  males,  and  9  junior 
females,  making  a  total  of  35  workers.  (The  term  “  junior  ”  means 
those  under  sixteen  years  of  age). 

a 

Admissions  during  the  year  were  1  adult  male,  2  adult  females,  1  junior 
male,  and  3  junior  females. 

One  girl,  admitted  for  a  short  term,  is  now  working  and  another,  also 
just  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  passed  to  an  institution  for  the  care 
of  mental  defectives. 

The  number  on  the  books  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  10  adult  males, 
15  adult  females,  5  junior  males,  and  10  junior  females,  totalling  40. 

The  staff  consists  of  Supervisor,  two  Assistant  Supervisors,  and 
one  temporary  general  help. 

The  attendance  of  the  adults  has  been  93  per  cent,  of  the  possible 
number  of  attendances.  It  is  remarkable  that  the  seniors  only  stay 
away  for  valid  reasons  and  are  always  waiting  and  ready  for  the  doors 
to  open,  but  there  has  been  more  illness  amongst  the  little  ones,  and  they 
are  more  dependent  on  home  conditions,  which  often  prevent  their 
attendance.  Nevertheless,  the  loyalty  and  gratitude  of  the  majority 
of  mothers  is  amazing — day  after  day  they  bring,  and  fetch,  their  chil¬ 
dren,  grudging  neither  time  nor  considerable  expense  in  bus  fares  from 
long  distances. 

The  year’s  work  has  proceeded  very  happily — adult  workers  have 
experienced  the  joy  of  achievement  in  the  many  articles  that  have  been 
made  and  sold.  It  has  been  gratifying  to  notice  that  our  crippled  workers 
feel  greater  confidence  in  themselves,  both  physically  and  mentally, 
and  have  worked  to  the  utmost  of  their  power. 

Those  of  the  younger  children  who  have  now  attended  for  some  years 
shew  greater  evidence  of  stability  and  express  their  satisfaction  when 
they  complete  an  exercise  correctly,  and  all  are  very  happy  together. 

The  increased  use,  for  parochial  matters,  of  rooms  previously  loaned 
to  us  by  courtesy  of  St.  Giles’  Church  Council,  has  somewhat  curtailed 
our  physical  activities,  but  we  must  record  our  gratitude  to  them  for 
their  continued  •  courtesy  and  consideration. 

1  he  social  side  of  the  work  has  been  provided  for,  first  in  the  congenial 
companionship  of  the  woikers  themselves,  in  the  visits  of  interested 
friends,  in  the  weekly  attendance  of  voluntary  workers — Mrs.  Keyte, 
Mrs.  Shelton,  Mrs.  Harrison,  Mrs.  York,  Mrs.  Lakin,  and  Mrs.  Boyson— 
whose  kindly  help  is  so  valuable,  and  lastly  in  the  interest  taken  by  the 
Handicraft  Centre  Voluntary  Committee  (Chairman,  Mrs.  Macquire  ; 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Widdowson).  The  Voluntary  Committee  are  chiefly 
concerned  with  the  physical  well-being  of  the  patients  attending  the 
Centre  and  in  cases  of  special  hardship  they  have  been  able  to  help  from

voluntary  funds.  It  is  to  the  Voluntary  Committee  that  the  Centre 
owes  its  two  great  treats  of  the  year,  the  Christmas  party  and  the 
Summer  outmg— the  juniors  to  Wellingborough  Zoo  and  the  seniors 
on  a  day  trip  to  Whipsnade  Zoo.  These  occasions  are  the  highlights 
of  the  year  for  our  workers,  and  the  continued  interest  and  kindness 
oi  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committee,  individually  and  collect- 
ively,  are  gieat  factors  in  the  happiness  that  pervades  the  Centre. 

A  start  was  made  on  the  enlargement  and  reconstruction  of  the  old 
l  entie  in  (  liapel  Place  and  it  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  ready 
for  occupation  towards  the  end  of  1949. 


SPECIAL  SCHOOL  AFTER-CARE  COMMITTEE 

The  Voluntary  After-care  Committee  help  and  advise  parents  of  chil¬ 
dren  who  are  not  notified  to  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Department. 

Domiciliary  visits  are  paid  to  see  the  persons  concerned,  as  well  as 
their  parents,  and  brief  records  of  the  visits  are  kept  by  the  Honorarv 
Secretary  (Miss  D.  R.  Harbard). 

A  representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  serves 
on  the  Committee  and  gives  practical  advice  and  help  in  placing  young 
persons  in  suitable  employment. 

A  Medical  Officer  from  the  Health  Department  also  attends  the 
meetings  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

A  benevolent  fund  has  been  started  and  is  used  to  send  small  gifts  in 
times  of  sickness. 


LUNACY 


ST.  CRISPIN  HOSPITAL 

On  15th  July,  1948,  the  name  of  Berry  Wood  Mental  Hospital  was 
changed  by  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  to  St.  Crispin  Hospital, 
Duston,  Northampton. 

In  consequence  of  the  amendments  to  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treat¬ 
ment  Acts  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  it  is  not  now  per¬ 
missible  to  admit  patients  to  St.  Edmund’s  Hospital  under  Sections 
20  and  21  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890. 

Where  it  is  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  these  Sections  the 
patient  must  be  admitted  to  St.  Crispin  Llospital,  which  has  been  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  this  purpose.

BORDER-LINE  CASES 

Ten  cases  received  the  attention  of  the  Assistant  Mental  Health 
Officer  which  can  best  be  described  as  “  border-line  ”  cases  and  are  not 
included  in  the  above  statistics.  Eight  of  these  suffered  from  senility. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  six  to  be  admitted  to  St.  Edmund’s 
Hospital  ;  one  died  prior  to  arrangements  being  made.  Three  were  left 
in  the  care  of  relatives.

The  Ambulance  Service,  provided  by  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  has  given  every  help  and  satis¬ 
faction  and  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  co-operation  in  the  prompt 
removal  of  patients.  1 


POLICE  ASSISTANCE 

The  assistance  of  the  Police  in  supporting  the  Authorised  Officers 
while  removing  dangerous  cases  is  most  helpful.  Although  there  was 
some  confusion  at  first  owing  to  new  legislation,  whereby  the  Police  are 
now  only  responsible  for  dealing  with  persons  alleged  to  be  of  unsound 
mind  wandering  at  large,  these  difficulties  have  been  overcome  and 
Police  assistance  is  available  as  stated.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Forty-first  Annual  Report  of  the 
School  Health  Service,  arranged  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Education  and  to  comply  with  Regulation  55  of  the 
Handicapped  Pupils  and  School  Health  Service  Regulations,  1945 
(Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  1945,  No.  1076),  which  reads  as  follows: — 

The  Authority  shall  submit  in  respect  of  each  calendar  year 
a  report  by  their  School  Medical  Officer  on  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  pupils  in  his  care  and  of  the  work  of  himself  and  his  staff 
in  relation  thereto,  including  a  report  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer, 
together  with  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  the  Minister 
of  Education  may  require.” 

Medical  inspections  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  Regulation 
49  (2)  of  the  1945  Regulations  : — 

(a)  every  pupil  who  is  admitted  for  the  first  time  to  a  maintained 
school  shall  be  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  dale  of 
admission  ; 

(b)  every  pupil  attending  a  maintained  Primary  School  shall  be 
inspected  during  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  such  a  school  ; 

(c)  every  pupil  attending  a  maintained  Secondary  School  shall  be 
inspected  during  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  such  a  school. 

the  medical  inspections  in  1948  covered  nearly  all  the  schools  in  the 
County  Borough,  details  of  which  are  given  in  4'able  I.  on  page  97. 

the  return  of  defects  found  by  these  medical  inspections  is  shewn 
in  Table  II.  (page  98). 

Ihe  general  condition  of  pupils  inspected,  particularly  relative  to 
nutrition,  is  classified  on  page  98. 

Minor  ailments,  excluding  uncleanliness,  are  enumerated  in  Table 
III.  on  page  99. 

Uncleanliness  and  infestation  with  vermin  are  detailed  in  Table  V., 
page  100,  together  with  a  consideration  of  the  percentage  of  uncleanliness 
over  the  last  fifteen  years. 

Table  IV.  on  page  1 10  gives  particulars  relative  to  dental  inspection 
and  treatment.  Throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  only  one  dentist 
was  available. 
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A  feature  of  the  medical  inspections  has  been  the  introduction  of  the 
Ishahara  colour  tests.  These  tests  enable  the  examiner  to  detect  com¬ 
plete  and  partial  colour  blindness,  as  they  do  not  depend  on  naming 
individual  colours  but  on  the  fact  that  they  see  different  numbers  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  normality  or  abnormality  of  colour  vision.  They  are  simple 
to  apply.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  colour  blindness  is  very  rare  in 
girls. 


The  attendance  of  parents  at  routine  inspections  remains  fairly 
uniform  and  varies  from  75  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  junior  and  infant 
schools  to  20  per  cent,  at  senior  schools.  There  seems  a  natural  reluct¬ 
ance  on  the  part  of  older  boys  to  have  their  parents  present.  The 
parent  is  almost  invariably  the  mother,  the  number  of  fathers  who  attend 
being  small. 


During  the  month  of  April,  1948,  I  became  aware  of  an  outbreak  of 
conjunctivitis  occurring  in  school  children  and,  although  very  little 
recent  reference  is  available  relative  to  such  outbreaks,  it  was  found 
that  the  condition  had  been  present  in  this  County  Borough  for  a  number 
of  years  ( see  Table  1,  page  104). 


The  total  number  of  cases  recorded  in  1948  was  over  900  (see  Table 
2,  page  104). 


The  condition  was  not  severe,  but  its  nuisance  value  is  very  disturbing 
to  school  attendance,  consequently  I  sought  the  advice  of  experienced 
school  medical  officers,  including  those  in  the  Medical  Branch  of  the 
Ministry  of  Education.  It  seemed,  much  to  my  surprise,  that  no  officer 
had  recent  experience  and,  consequently,  little  help  was  available.  My 
general  impression  is  that  there  is  evidence  of  a  general  reservoir  of  in¬ 
fection  ready  to  overflow  on  any  favourable  occasion,  but  I  cannot  under¬ 
stand  why  this  condition  should  be  peculiar  to  this  County  Borough.

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A  very  careful  inquiry  has  been  made  concerning  this  very  pleasing 
diminution,  which  is  confirmed  by  the  experience  of  the  School  Medical 
Staff,  who  also  state  that  it  is  now  rare  to  find  bad  infestations.  I  am 
assuied  that  the  standaid  of  inspection  is  now  much  higher  and  con¬ 
sequently  believe  that  the  improvement  reflects  credit  to  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  the  School  Health  Service.

Fortunately,  the  majority  of  the  cases  were  very  mild  and  there 
appeared  to  be  no  bad  after-effects,  the  chief  symptoms  noted  being: — 

(1)  Slight  pain,  usually  described  as  smarting,  burning,  or  itching, 
as  of  a  foreign  body  in  the  eye  ; 

(2)  Secretion  and  discharge  of  mucus  from  the  conjunctiva  ; 

(3)  A  scarlet  injection  of  the  eye  giving  rise  to  the  term  “  pink  eyed’ 

Only  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  cases  seen  had  the  third 
symptom— the  scarlet  injection — and,  in  fact,  many  of  the  children 
excluded  from  school  only  had  the  first  symptom  of  slight  pain  in  the 
eyes  and  had  nothing  to  shew  so  far  as  the  other  signs  were  concerned. 

Generally,  the  condition  lasted  about  a  week,  when  the  child  was  fit 
to  return  to  school. 


The  measures  taken  to  combat  the  outbreak  may  be  divided  into 
1)  treatment  and  (2)  prevention. 


(1) 


Treatment  available  at  the  School  C  linic  was  carefully  checked 
and  the  Consulting  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  was  consulted  and 
approved  of  the  treatment  given  there  of  Albucid  eye  drops. 

Recently  it  has  been  found  that  Albucid  eye  drops  applied 

hourly  give  better  and  quicker  results  than  the  usual  twice  dailv 
method.  J 


(2)  .  Prevention.  The  condition  is  spread  mainly  by  contact,  that 
is,  an  infected  child  rubbing  its  eyes  with  its  hand  and  in  this  way 

conveying  the  infection  to  its  neighbour’s  hand  and  thence  to 
the  eyes. 

(«)  The  exclusion  from  school  of  the  mildest  cases  is  essential 
and  with  this  in  view  Medical  Officers  visited  the  more 
severely  infected  schools  daily  and  by  this  means  the  number 
of  mildly  infected  cases  was  enormously  increased  and  was 
wrongly  interpreted  so  far  as  the  severity  of  the  outbreak 
was  concerned.  In  223  visits  to  schools,  5,706  children  were 
examined. 

{b)  It  was  recommended  that  all  communal  towels  and  other 
articles  ol  tins  nature  should  be  abolished  and  paper  towels 
substituted.  I  am,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  this  infection 
may  still  linger  for  a  long  time  until  adequate  warm  water 
and  soap  are  also  supplied  to  the  schools.  I  would  particu¬ 
larly  draw  attention  to  this  consideration  because  I  have 
from  time  to  time  had  my  attention  drawn  by  teachers  to 
what  they  consider  extravagant  or  exaggerated  cleanliness 
adopted  in  the  day  nurseries,  which  try,  so  far  as  possible, 
to  adopt  hospital  standards  of  cleanliness.  This  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  to  my  mind  very  desirable  so  far  as  the  schools 
are  concerned. 

(c)  As  an  experiment,  a  certain  amount  of  disinfection  of  the 
desks,  floors,  and  other  articles  in  the  schools,  has  been 
carried  out. 

Bacteriology.  Numerous  swabs  taken  both  at  the  School  Clinic 
and  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  were  examined,  but  no  single 
specific  organism  was  found  and  in  about  two-thirds  of  the  cases  no 
pathogenic  bacteria  were  reported. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 

This  service  is  shared  with  Northamptonshire  County  Council.  The 
Educational  Psychologist  sees  cases  which  shew  any  abnormality  of 
behaviour  and  refers  cases  to  the  Psychiatrist  when  necessary. 

128  County  Borough  school  children  were  sent  there  and  54  were 
referred  to,  and  examined  by,  the  Psychiatrist. 
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vSPEEGH  CLINIC 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  28  Billing  Road. 

34  children  were  dealt  with  under  speech  therapy  arrangement  during 
1948.

SUNLIGHT  CLINIC 

Facilities  for  ultra-violet  light  therapy  are  provided  on  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  mornings  at  the  Public  Baths,  Upper  Mounts,  where  a 
room  for  this  purpose  is  shared  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Sub-Department. 

127  school  children  made  1,388  attendances  in  32  sessions. 

MANFIELD  ORTHOPAEDIC  HOSPITAL 

40  Northampton  children  were  under  treatment  at  this  Hospital  during 
1948.  595  local  children  attending  maintained  schools  were  treated 

at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  as  out-patients. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

141  children  were  immunised  and  477  received  reinforcing  doses  at  the 
School  Clinic. 

There  is  record  that  9,897  children  in  the  age-group  5  to  14  years 
inclusive  had  been  immunised  by  31st  December,  1948.  Phis  is  79-1 
per  cent,  of  the  estimated  population  of  12,514  in  this  age-group. 

The  only  notified  case  of  diphtheria  amongst  school  children  (see 
table  on  page  102)  had  been  immunised  and  proved  a  very  mild  case.

A  start  was  made  in  the  examination  of  ringworm  contacts  by  means 
of  a  Wood’s  glass  in  conjunction  with  a  portable  ultra-violet  ray  lamp. 
1  he  system  adopted  after  bacteriological  confirmation  of  a  ringworm 
case  was  to  examine  the  whole  class  and,  in  some  instances,  the  whole 
school.  This  method  does  not  take  very  long  and  causes  the  minimum 
of  inconvenience.  The  Medical  Officer  concerned  explained  the  matter 
to  the  teachers,  who  gave  every  assistance.  It  is  recorded  that  on  one 
occasion  at  least  an  unknown  case  of  ringworm  was  identified  by  this 
method.

Special  Dental  Treatment 

The  regulation  of  overcrowded  mouths  and  misplaced  teeth  continues 
apace.  By  far  the  greater  number  of  these  cases  are  dealt  with  by 
extraction  only.  Some  need  extractions  and  the  wearing  of  an  appliance, 
others  need  the  lattei  only.  37  regulation  appliances  were  inserted 
during  1948,  an  increase  ol  6  over  the  previous  year.  Also  there  were 
27  dentures  inserted,  these  being  necessary  to  replace  second  front  teeth 
generally  lost  through  accident. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

There  have  been  important  changes  recently  in  the  approach  to 
physical  education,  especially  in  primary  school  work.  In  the  past,  the 
1933  syllabus  has  been  followed  fairly  rigidly  giving  a  series  of  isolated 
movements  imposed  by  the  teacher.  The  1933  syllabus  is,  however, 
still  the  only  official  publication  for  the  guidance  of  primary  school 
teachers,  and  the  Organisers,  by  means  of  courses,  demonstrations,  and 
visits,  have  shewn  how  the  syllabus  can  be  modified  to  produce  stimu¬ 
lating  exercise,  to  give  scope  for  expression  and  creation  by  the  child, 
and  movements  made  interesting  by  the  use  of  small  apparatus! 
Teachers  are  now  more  prepared  to  construct  their  own  tables  using  the 
syllabus  as  a  guide,  but  not  necessarily  following  either  the  order  or  the 
exercises  laid  down  therein.  Rather  do  they  seek  work  which  suits  that 
stage  of  progress  at  which  the  child  has  arrived. 

Informality  is  still  the  keynote  of  the  lesson  and  activity  must  per¬ 
meate  it.  It  is  important,  however,  that  this  activity  and  movement 
should  have  quality  and  it  is  felt  that  much  of  the  value  of  physical 
education  is  lost  when  movement  degenerates  into  a  purposeless  scramble. 

Experiments  were  carried  out  during  the  past  year  with  outdoor 
climbing  apparatus  and  the  results  were  encouraging  enough  for  the 
Education  Committee  to  make  provision  for  more  apparatus  to  be 
installed  in  schools  next  year. 

The  main  problem  in  the  secondary  modern  schools  was  to 
cater  adequately  for  the  fourth  year.  This  age  group  has  been  offered 
a  wide  variety  of  new  games  and  activities,  ranging  from  tennis  with 
girls  to  athletic  field  events  with  boys.  It  is  hoped  that  rugby  football 
will  soon  be  introduced,  alongside  the  association  code  in  boys’  schools. 
Educational  dance  is  a  new  feature  in  senior  girls’  schools. 

During  the  year  the  Organisers  arranged  demonstration  courses  in 
primary  school  physical  education,  community  dancing,  and  athletic 
training,  and  co-operated  with  the  Central  Council  in  courses  for  athletes 
who  require  an  Amateur  Athletic  Association  qualification,  and  a  C  oach’s 
Certificate  of  the  British  Amateur  Weight  Lifting  Association.
